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The  compilation  and  research  done  in  the  preparation  of  the  history 
of  this  branch  of  the  Cockey  family  has  been  done  by  John  0,  Cockey  of 
Glyndon,  Baltimore  Country,  Maryland  and  Loyal  C.  McLaughlin  of  Altadena, 
California,  formerly  of  Glyndon,  Baltimore  County,  Maryland,  husband  of 
Emily  Rebecca  Cockey,  sister  of  John  0,  Cockey „

First  Generation 

In  the  belfry  of  an  ancient  Church  of  England  at  Frame,  Somersetshire, 
a  church  erected  in  1503-1+,  yet  today  in  an  excellent  state  of  preservation, 
there  still  swings  to  and  fro,  calling  the  Godly  to  worship,  a  bell  engraved 
with  the  name  of  the  donor,  John  Cockey „ 

Frora^  is  a  small  parish  in  Somersetshire,  about  25  miles  from 
Ilchester,  and  takes  its  name  from  the  river  that  glides  quietly  and 
smoothly  through  the  town .  It  is  often  called  Frome-Selwood  because  of' 
the  forest  of  Selwood  that  partly  encircles  the  settlement,  and  its  chief 
historic  interest  centers  in  the  fact  that  a  great  monastery  dedicated  to 
St.  John  the  Baptist  was  founded  here  in  705 ,  which  was  afterward  plundered 
by  the  Danes .  There  was  also  said  to  have  been  a  nunnery  dedicated  to 
St.  Catherine,  but  traces  of  these  religious  institutions  have  passed  away, 
leaving  only  an  ancient  parochial  church,  which  stands  160  feet  long,  with 
four  chantry  chapels  attached  and  handsome  tower  and  spTre~120  feet  high. 

The  interior  of  the  church  contains  many  interesting  monuments,  and  in 
either  the  church  or  churchyard  rests  the  remains  of  Thomas  Ken,  Bishop 
of  Bath  and  Veils,  who  died  in  1?11,  at  Longlent  House,  near  Frome,  and 
was  buried  there „  In  modern  times  Frome  has  become  celebrated  for  its 


superior  manufacture  of  woolen  cloth. 
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In  the  visitation  of  Somersetshire  by  the  British  herald  in  the  year 
1623  is  given  the  descent  of  the  Cockes,  or  Cokkes,  who  derive  from  Willian 
Cockes,  of  Ghelworth,  Somersetshire .  The  latter  married  a  lady  bearing  the 
unique  neme,  Petronilla  Ward,  who  was  a  daughter  of  John  Ward,  of  Wilmington. 

From  these  two  descend  several  generations  among  whom  there  constantly 
recur  the  Christian  names  William,  Thomas,  John  and  Richard.  The  feminine 
names  most  constantly  recurring  are  Mary,  Susan  and  Ann,  and  the  name  Thomas 
seems  to  have  been  so  popular  that  one  branch  of  the  house  lacking  sons 
named  a  daughter  Thomasin.  One  descendant,  Susan  Cockes,  daughter  of 
William  Cockes,  married  William  Whitehurst  of  Frame,  while  Eleanor  Cokkes, 
daughter  of  John  Cokkes,  married  a  Mr.  Baily,  also  of  Frome,  Somersetshire. 

In  the  list  of  Somersetshire  Incumbents  of  various  well-known  parishes 
is  found  at  Ilchester  the  name  of  Walter  Cokkes,  in  the  Archdeaconry  of 
Taunton  is  found  John  Cokkys.  In  the  parrish  of  Cannington  at  the  Chapel 
of  Combwych,  John  Cockes  was  Capellanis,  while  at  St.  Mary  the  Virgin  is 
found  Walter  Coks.  The  dates  associated  with  these  names  rum  from  1468 
to  1331  and  would  seem  to  Indicate  marked  religious  tendencies  in  the  family . 

John  Cockey,  donor  of  the  Frame  church  bell,  was  probably  the  an¬ 
cestor,  certainly  the  representative  of  the  family,  from  whom  descended 
Thomas  Cockey,  aged  25,  who  upon  January  6,  1634  sailed  from  England  on 
the  ship  Boniventure.  The  Boniventure  was  commanded  by  James  Rumsey. 

She  sailed  from  the  port  of  London,  England,  and  her  destination  was 
St.  Christopher,  the  Barbados  Islands,  From  the  Barbados  Thomas  Cockey 
Is  thought  to  have  come  to  Maryland,  and  in  1679  the  second  of  the  name 
in  the  colonies,  William  Cockey,  gentleman,  settled  In  Anne  Arundel 
county,  Maryland,  and  patented  Cuckholds  Point  in  Anne  Arundel  county. 

His  wife  was  Sarah  Cockey  and  both  are  said  to  have  come  from  Somersetshire,

Having  joined  the  Army  in  1941  after  attending  Dickinson 
College  and  Duke  University,  Major  Cockey  served  overseas  as  squadron 
commander  of  a  B-24  bomb  group.  He  had  completed  21  missions  and  held 
tho  Air  Medal  with  two  oak  leaf  clusters. 

The  award  was  made  by  Major  General  Manton  S.  Eddy  ,  Second 


Army  Commander. 
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Lieutenant  Colonel  Richard  V?*  Kiefer,  husband  of 
Susannah  Sheridan  Cockey,  was  born  on  July  16,  1913.  He  has  lived  in 
Catonsville,  Baltimore  County,  most  of  ids  life  and  graduated  from  the 
Caton3ville  High  School  in  1930.  He  graduated  from  Western  Maryland 
College  in  1934* 


He  received  his  commission  as  Second  Lieutenant  in  the 
Officers  Reserve  Corps  and  in  1937  was  grauuated  from  the  Law  School 
of  Duke  University,  He  practiced  law  and  was  associated  with  Bartlett, 

Poe  and  Claggett  from  1937  to  1941*  He  married  Susannah  Sheridan  Cockey

MARYLAND  HERALDRY 


History  of  Distinguished  Familes  and  Personages 
COCKEY  LINEAGE  AND  ARMS 

Descended  From  Cockes,  Or  Cokkes,  of  Somerset shire,  England -- 
Early  Settlers  in  Anne  Arundel. 


In  the  belfry  of  an  ancient  Church  of  England,  at  Frame,  Somer set shire, 
a  church  erected  in  1503 -4,  yet  today  in  an  excellent  state  of  preservation, 
there  still  swings  to  and  fro,  calling  the  godly  to  worship,  a  bell  engraved 
with  the  name  of  the  donor,  John  Cockey. 

Frome  is  a  small  parish  of  Somersetshire,  about  25  miles  from  Ilchester, 
and  takes  its  name  from  the  river  that  glides  quietly  and  smoothly  through  the 
town 0  It  is  often  called  Frome-Selvood  because  of  the  forest  of  Selvood  that 
partly  encircles  the  settlement,  and  its  chief  histpric  Interest  centers  in  the 
fact  that  a  great  monastery  dedicated  to  St.  John  the  Eaptist  was  founded  here 
in  705,  which  was  afterward  plundered  by  the  Danes „  There  was  also  said  to  have 
been  a  nunnery  dedicated  to  St.  Catherine,  but  tracea  of  these  religious  insti¬ 
tutions  have  passed  away,  leaving  only  an  ancient  parochial  church,  which  stands 
160  feet  long,  with  four  chantry  chapels  attached  and  handsome  tower  and  spire 
120  feet  high.  The  interior  of  the  church  contains  many  Interesting  monuments, 
and  in  either  the  church  or  churchyard  rests  the  remains  of  Thomas  Ken,  Bishop 
of  Bath  and  Wells,  who  died,  in  1711,  at  longler>t  House  near  Frome,  and  was 
buried  there.  In  modern  times  Frame  has  become  celebrated  for  its  superior 
manufacture  of  woolen  cloth. 

In  the  visitation  of  Somersetshire  by  the  British  herald  in  the  year  1623 
Is  given  the  descent  of  the  Cockes,  or  Cokkes,  who  derive  from  William  Cockes, 
of  Chelworth,  Somersetshire.  The  latter  married  a  lady  bearing  the  unique  name, 
Petronilla  Ward,  who  was  a  daughter  of  John  Ward  of  Wilmington. 

From  these  two  descend  several  generations  among  whom  there  constantly 
recur  the  Christian  names  William,  Thomas,  John  and  Richard.  The  feminine  names 
most  constantly  recurring  are  Mary,  Susan  and  Ann,  and  the  name  Thomas  seems  to 
have  been  so  popular  that  one  branch  of  the  house  lacking  sons  named  a  daughter 
Thamasin.  One  descendant,  Susan  Cockefc,  daughter  of  William  Cockes,  married 
William  Whitehurst  of  Frome,  while  Eleanor  Cokkes,  daughter  of  John  Cokkes, 
married  a  Mr.  Bailey,  also  of  Frome,  Somersetshire. 

In  the  list  of  Somersetshire  incumbents  of  various  well-known  parishes 
is  found  at  Ilchester  the  name  Walter  Cokkes,  in  the  Archdeaconry  of  Taunton 
is  found  John  Cokkys.  In  the  parish  of  Canning ton  at  the  chapel  of  Combwych, 

John  Cockes  was  Capellanis,  while  at  St.  Mary  the  Virgin  is  found  Walter  Coka. 

The  dates  associated  with  these  names  run  from  1468  to  1531  and  would  saem  to 
indicate  marked  religious  tendencies  in  the  family. 

John  Cockey,  donor  of  the  Frome  church  bell,  was  probably  the  ancestor, 
certainly  an  early  representative  of  the  family,  from  whom  descended  Thomas 
Cockey,  aged  25,  who  upon  January  6,  1634  sailed  from  England  on  the  ship 
Boniventure.  The  Boniventure  waa  commanded  by  James  Ruipgey.  She  sailed  from 
the  port  of  London,  England,  and  her  destination  was  St.  Christopher,  the 
Barbados  Islands.  From  the  Barbados  Thomas  Cockey  is  thought  to  have  come  to 
Maryland  and  In  1679  the  second  of  the  name  in  the  colonies, William  Cockey , gentleman

aettled  in  Anne  Arundel  county,  Maryland,  and  patented  Cuckholda  Point  in  Anne 
Arundel  county.  His  wife  was  Sarah  Cockey  and  both  are  said  to  have. come  from 
Somersetshire,  England,  doubtless  from  Frame,  and  there  1b  every  reason  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  William  Cockey  was  the  aon  of  Thomas  Cockey,  who  by  the  good  ship 
Boniventure,  came  to  the  Barbados  Islands. 

William  Cockey  owned  100  acres  of  land  in  Anne  Arundel  county  and  on  the 
north  aide  of  the  Magothy  river  called  Cpckholds  Point,  which  was  granted 
October  10,  1679,  and  laid  out  by  George  Holland,  deputy  surveyor.  The  land 
records  at  Annapolis  record  several  patents  about  the  same  time  of  100  or  more 
acres  of  land,  and  one  deed  of  property  treasured  by.  his  descendants  bears  the 
signature  of  Charles  Calvert.  There  is  record  of  his  purchase  in  l68l  of  150 
acres  of  land,  for  which  he  paid  a  Mr.  Hansley  150  guineas,  and  an  additional 
100  acres  patented  October  4,  1679,  on  Cuckholds  Point,  bears  the  signature  of 
Phillip  D.  Laird,  commissioner  of  the  land  office. 

William  Cockey  is  said  to  have  been  born  in  1638,  and  he  married,  about 
1674,  Sarah,  whose  last  name  is  unknown.  They  had  nine  children,  as  follows:

Family  records  concerning  the  marriage  of  Edward  Cockey,  of  Kent  Island, 
afford  a  fine  example  of  the  thorny  path  of  the  genealogist:  First  record,  Edward 
Cockey  married  Rhoda  Bell  Harris:  second  record, "Edward  Cockey  married,  first, 
Miss  Ball,  sister  of  Mery  Washington,  by  whom  he  had  no  children;  married  second, 
Mies  Ringgold,  from  wh cm  descend  the  Cockeye  of  Kent  Island."  Third  record, 
Edward  Cockey  married  Miss  Bowdel;  fourth  record,  (which  THE  SUN  accepts  as  upon 
the  best  authority)  "Edward  Cockey  married,  first,  Miss  Bowdel  (no  issue);  second 
the  widow  Harris,  nee  Ringgold,  by  whom  he  had  several  children." 

The  Kent  Island  records  state  that  John  Cockey,  who  settled  in  Baltimore 
county,  and  Capt.  Edward  Cockey,  of  the  Isle  of  Kent,  were  born  in  England;  that 
they  came  from  England  In  a  merchant  ship,  and  seem  to  have  been  sent  to  do  seme 
surveying.  They  are  recorded  "gentlemen",  after  the  name.  John  Cockey  is  said 
to  have  returned  to  England  before  settling  in  Baltimore  county. 

The  will  of  Capt.  Edward  Cockey  was  witnessed  November  5,  1750,  and  re¬ 
corded  in  Centreville  Courthouse.  It  is  claimed  to  have  been  the  first  will 
recorded  there,  and  a  copy  is  preserved  by  a  relative  in  Baltimore. 

In  addition  to  his  extensive  property  on  the  Magothy  river,  William  Cockey 
took  extensive  tracts  of  land  in  what  is  now  Baltimore  county,  on  the  north  side 
of  Jones'  falls. 
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In  1696  Sarah  Cockey  is  said  to  have  given  her  son*  John  Cockey,  to  Edmund 
Du  Waif e,  an  intimate  friend.  Her  daughter,  Elizabeth  Cockey,  who  married  Col. 
William  Hammond,  was  a  great  belle,  and  in  her  mother Js  will  receives  the  valuable 
treasure,  among  other  things,  of  a  straw  bed.  Her  daughter  Mary  was  bequeathed 
her  mother's  best  silk  gown  and  best  petticoat  and  mantle  and  one  lute-string 
hood,  while  Anne  Cockey  received  from  her  mother  a  stuff  gown  and  petticoat  and 
one  lute-string  hoodo  Sarah  Cockey  was  given  a  silver  cup,  and  thus  the  quaint 
old  will  of  the  mother  runs  on,  distributing  equally  among  her  children  a  Colonial 
dame's  few  treasures. 

Sarah  Cockey,  wife  of  William  Cockey,  died  on  May  17,  1698, 

Thomas  and  John  Cockey,  sons  of  William  Cockey  and  Sarah  Cockey,  inherited 
and  purchased  immense  tracts  of  land  in  Baltimore  county.  Thomas  settled  in 
Cockey 0s  Valley,  while  John  settled  in  Green  Spring  Valley. 

John  Cockey  was  the  first  to  come  to  the  neighborhood  of  the  Patapsco,  in 
1728.  He  was  Justice*  of  Baltimore  county  and  upon  August  8,  1732,  he  was  one  of 
the  commissioners  appointed  by  the  Assembly  to  carry  out  an  "Act  for  erecting  a 
town  on  a  creek,  divided  on  the  east  side  of  Baltimore  town,  called  Jones*  falls", 
and  thus  it  was  that  John  Cockey  laid  out  this  addition  of  10  acres  to  Baltimore. 

In  1729  Thomaq  Cockey,  elder  brother  of  John  Cockey,  settled  in  the  lime¬ 
stone  valley  on  the  York  road  arid  he  it  was  who  became  the  settler  of  Cockey  fs 
Valley  and  head  of  the  family  from  whom  Cockeysville  takes  its  name. 

Thomas  Cockey,  who  held  the  rank  and  appelation  of  Col.  Thomas  Cockey, 
married  Elizabeth  (Hammond)  Mess,  widow  of  Rev.  Mr.  Moss.  They  had  one  child, 
who  lived,  .Ann  Cookey,  who  married  John  Hammond.  Among  the  descendants  of  Thomas 
Cockey  are  the  Cockey  families  of  Cockeysville,  the  Lee  family  and  Cockey  family 
of  Texas,  Md.,  members  of  the  Merryman  family,  the  Nesbit  family,  the  descendants 
of  the  late  George  Brown  of  Brooklandwoipd  Manor,  Green  Spring  Valle^,  among  whom 
is  Mrs.  Honore  Palmer  and  Mrs*  Valter  V.  Keith  of  Chicago,  Ill;  Mrs.  Stanley  Field, 
the  Thomas  Deye  Cockey  descendants  of  Texas,  Md.,  the  Owings  of  Kentucky,  the 
Cherbonnier  family,  the  Bussey  family  and  others.

Oi  the  home  farm  of  John  Cockey  was  built,  in  the  early  days  of  his  settle¬ 
ment  and  is  still  standing,  the  house  in  which  all  hie  children  were  born.  It  is 
located  in  the  Green  Spring  Valley,  and  of  late  years  was  occupied  by  the  manager 
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of  the  farm.  This  particular  estate,  named  Summerf ield,  vas  willed  by  John 
Cockey  to  his  son,  Col.  Edward  Cockey.  The  latter  died  in  1795,  and  it  then 
passed  to  Col.  Edward  Cockey 's  son,  Thomas  Cockey,  who  later  sold  the  place 
to  Mr.  Samuel  Stone,  where  Mr.  Stone  resided  for  a  great  many  years.  Mr.  Stone 
willed  the  farm  to  his  nephew,  Mr.  Alexander  H.  Stump,  who  constructed  upon  it 
the  handsome  residence  which,  upon  Mr.  Stump's  death,  passed  by  purchase  to 
Gen.  Felix  Agnus,  publisher  and  proprietor  of  the  Baltimore  American. 

Elizabeth  (Slade)  Cockey,  widow  of  John  Cockey,  son  of  William  and  Sarah 
Cookey,  of  Anne  Arundel  county,  married  Charles  Baker.  She  died  August  5,  1780, 
aged  95  years,  and  together  with  many  of  her  family,  lies  buried  on  the  estate 
Brooklandwood,  belonging  to  Mr.  H.  Carroll  Brown,  of  the  Green  Spring  Vallqjr. 

The  graves  are  beneath  a  large  tree. 

The  ancient  boundary  stones  set  by  John  Cockey  are  still  found  throughout 
the  Green  Spring  Valley.  Brooklandwood  Manor  was  sold  by  him  to  Charges  Carroll 
of  Carrollton,  who  purchased  it  as  a  residence  for  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Richard 
Caton,  and  erected  a  beautiful  hone  upon  it  for  her  enjoyment.  Some  of  the  ancient 
graves  of  the  Cockey  family  vere  upon  this  estate. 

The  men  of  the  Cockey  family  have  been  identified  with  Garrison  Forest  Church 
St.  Thomas'  parish,  since  its  earliest  beginning.  William  Cockey  was  one  of  the 
first  vestrymen,  serving  in  1745-55-56.  Thomas  Cockey  was  vestryman,  1757-58 . 
Joshua  Cockey  was  warden,  1754,  and  vestryman,  in  1761-63,  Thomas  Cockey  Deye  was 
warden  in  1755*.  Edward  Cockey,  vestryman,  1755 »  John  Cock8y,  warden,  1767.  John 
Cockey  Owings,  vestryman,  1772-74.  Edward  Cockey,  vestryman,  1782-84.  John  Cockey 
vestryman,  1792-94 .  Thomas  B.  Cockey,  registrar,  1818-19,  and  vestryman,  1819. 
Edward  A.  Cockey,  vestryman,  1822-29.  Charles  T.  Cockey,  vestryman,  1885-1898. 

Among  the  subscribers  to  the  test  oath  fire  found  the  names  of  William  Cookey, 
Joseph  Owings,  George  Ashman,  Cornelius  Howard,  Samuel  Owings,  John  Pindell  and 
other . 


When  the  bachelors’  tax  was  enforced  by  act  of  the  General  Assembly  in 
Baltimore  county  the  only  Cookey  name  which  was  returned  during  the  eight  years 
of  the  continuance  of  the  tax  was  Thomas  Cockey  Deye,  who  was  assessed  among  those 
worth  over  300  pounds.  The  tax  was  enforced  from  1756  to  1763.

As  a  family  the  Cockeye  were  ardent  Whigs  and  responded  with  patriotic  zeal 
to  their  country's  appeal  in  the  struggle  for  independence.  Capt.  John  Cockey, 
according  to  the  Maryland  archives,  was  commissioned  by  Sharpe  to  transmit  letters 
to  England  to  Lord  Baltimore.  He  was  in  1775  one  of  the  delegates  to  the  provincia 
convention  and  one  of  the  commissioners  of  observation  for  Baltimore  county.  He 
served  with  the  rank  of  captain  in  his  uncle,  Col.  Edward  Cockey ®s,  battalion  durin; 
the  Revolutionary  War. 
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In  1776  Congress  authorized  John  Cockey  with  several  others  to  sign  bills 
of  credit,  and  the  authority  of  these  commissi oners  was  greater  than  that  of  the 
Governor  or  those  in  office  under  him.  The  official  life  of  John  Cockey  and  his 
associates  was  characterized  by  firmness,  vigilance  and  prudence,  and  they  re¬ 
mained  in  office  until  1777,  when  the  new  Constitution  for  Maryland  was  adopted.

The  Descendants  of  William  snd  Sarah  Cockey,  of  Anne  Arundel  county,  were 
so  numerous  that  the  Baltimore  county  branches  frequently  Intermarried,  and  there 
is  scarcely  a  member  of  the  present  generation  who  cannot  trace  back  to  a  double 
ancestry.  The  descendants  of  Willian  and  Constant  (Ashman)  Cockey  are  equally 
the  descendants  of  William^  brother  and  sister-in-law,  Thomas  and  Prudence  (Gill) 
Cockey  and  the  Colonial  appelation  "cousin"  might  apply  tp  them  all.  Men  of  fine 
physique,  sterling  integrity,  ample  fortunes  and  cultured  tastes,  they  have  con- 
tributed  to  make  the  section  in  which  they  lived  one  of  the  most  representative, 
fashionable  and  refined  in  the  vicinity  of  Baltimore.  The  estates  inherited  by 
their  children  and  grandchildren  have  been  so  well  administered  as  to  have  in¬ 
creased  yearly  in  financial  value  and  the  residences  built  by  them  have  been 
hemes  of  refinement  and  luxury.

Thomas  Cockey,  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Slade)  Cockey,  married  Prudence 
Gill,  daughter  of  Stephen  and  Margaret  Gill,  by  whom  he  h^d  eight  children.  He 
was  a  large  land  owner  and  very  prominent  socially,  Aqiong  his  purchases  in  the 
year  1752  was  an  enormous  tract  of  land  in  Worthington  Valley  that  included  from 
1,400  to  1,500  acres.  Part  of  this  was  Prospect  and  Melinde,  now  owned  by  Mr, 
Edvard  A,  Cockey,  and  the  homestead  of  the  Vorthipgton  Valley  property  has  re¬ 
mained  uninterruptedly  in  the  Cockey  family  for  154  years.

The  record  of  Gen,  Mordeca'i  Gist  is  one  of  the  most  brilliant  of  the 
Revolutionary  War.  He  served  from  the  Battle  of  Long  Island,  where  he  held  the 
rank  of  major,  to  the  surrender  of  General  Cornwallis,  at  Yorktown,  at  which 
time  he  had  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  general.  He  served  under  General 
Lafayette,  and  November,  1763,  at  a  meeting  of  the  officers  of  the  Maryland  Line 
to  from  a  State  Society  of  the  Cincinnati,  Brig , -Gen .Mordecai  Gist  was  elected 
vice-president , 

General  Gist  was  married  three  times.  His  first  wife  was  Cecil  Caman; 
second,  Mary  Sterratt,  who  had  one  son,  Independence;  third,  Mrs,  Cattel,  of 
South  Carolina,  who  bore  him  a  son  States  Gist,  These  two  were  hie  only  children, 
a  daughter  by  hia  first  wife  having  died  in  infancy,  A  chronicle  of  the  Gist 
family  says:  ’Voile  General  Gist  of  the  Maryland  Line,  was  fighting  the  British 
in  many  battles  hia  brother  Joshua  vas  effectually  sustaining  the  Continental 
cause  at  home.  At  the  same  time  tlieir  father,  Col,  Thomas  Gist  was  drilling  the 
boys  of  the  Soldier 6s  Delight  hnndr  .1  and  sending  them,  when  needed,  to  his  son 
Mordecai  at  the  front . " 

Mary  Cock ey,  born  1716,  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Slade)  Cockey, 
married  Joshua  Owings ,  They  lived  at  Harmony  Hall,  near  Earrisonville,  Baltimore 
county,  which  is  now  the  prope;  ty  of  Mr.  Harry  Mo  Benzing'er,  of  the  Baltimore  Bar. 
In  this  house  wee  born  their  descendant,  Richard  Owings,  who  was  the  first  native 
Methodist  c lergymau  of  the  United  States: 

Harmony  Hall  is  one  of  the  few  estates  hear  Baltimore  which  still  retains 
many  distinctive  features  of  a  plantation  of  the  Revolutionary  period.  Situated 
upon  the  slope  of  a  wide  hillside,  it  commands  an  enchanting  view  of  several  miles, 
lined  on  the  north  by  a  long  belt  of  woodland.  The  house,  designed  in  the  shape 
of  a  cross,  is  built  of  atone  and  brick.  The  walls  of  the  qtone  pprtion  are 
fully  a  foot  thick,  with  deep  casement  windows  like  the  embrasures  of  a  fortress. 
The  interior  is  well  adapted  for  large  gatherings,  either  religious  or  social, 
since  a  large  assembly  room  or  square  hallway  is  entered  from  the  porch,  beyond 
which  extends  a  spacious  drawing  room.  The  latter  has  wide  windows  opening  to 
the  west  and  south,  and  a  gigantic  fireplace,  where  unquartered  logs  find  ready 
burning, 

r 

Upon  the  lawn  white  locust  trees  and  purple  lilac  bushes  welcome  with  fra¬ 
grant  breath  the  opening  of  spring,  and  behind  the  house  a  giant  walnut  tree  stands 
sentinel  before  a  group  of  log  cabins.  Still  further  away  are  the  old  negro  quar¬ 
ters,  with  log  walls  and  stone  chimney  place,  A  epringhouse  nestles  in  oool  sha4e 
at  the  foot  of  the  hill  and  is  reached  by  a  pathway  lined  with  fragrant  mint  beds. 
The  spring  boasts  a  lizard  "to  keep  the  water  pure"  and  persimmon  trees  scatter 
their  frost -mellowed  fruit  for  the  squirrels  that  perch  upon  the  spr.lnghouse  roof. 

From  Mary  Coclcey  and  Joshua  Owings  descended  Capt .  John  Cockey  Owings,  who 
was  in  Col.  Edward  Cockey1' a  Battalion  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  from  this 
strain  descended  also  the  Owings  of  Texas,  Baltimore  county,  and  of  Kentucky;  the 
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Pricea,  Browns,  Nesbits,  Turnbulls,  Collates,  Mrs.  Ryno  Smith,  Mtb.  James 
Mck.Merryman,  Mi*u.  Honor®  Palmer,  Mrs »  Stanley  Field,  Mrs.  Walter  W  <>  Keath, 
of  Chicago,  the  Constable  family,  the  Mumiaas  and  others  . 

Hon.  Ellas  Brown,  son  of  Elias  and  Ann  (Cockey)  Brown,  vas  three  times 
elected  to  Congresfe,  once  elected  for  State  Senator  and  aided  in  framing  the 
new  Constitution  for  Maryland  in  l85o. 

Stephen  Cockey  Brown  died  in  l8l6  of  consumption,  contracted  while  serv¬ 
ing  in  1811-12-13-14  on  the  Canadian  frontier  in  the  United  States  Army. 

The  Kent  Island  family  records  concerning  Edvard  Cockey,  fifth  child  of 
William  and  Sarah  Cockey,  of  Anne  Arundel  county,  state  that  he  was  born  in 
England,  but-  died  on  Kent  Island,  Maryland,  November,  1750.  His  will  was  re¬ 
corded  at  that  time  in  the  Centreville  Courthouse  and  witnessed,  November  5, 

1750,  by  two  Earicksons,  perhaps  Brother  and  sister  or  husband  and  wife,  who 
are  said  to  have  come  over  with  the  Cockeys  from  England  in  the  capacity  of 
butler  and  maid.  Edward  Cockey  was  often  refered  to  as  a  British  naval  officer, 
and  for  many  years  an  old  uniform  vas  treasured  as  an  heirloom,  but  about  the 
middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  this  old  naval  uniform  and  sword,  together 
with  many  valuable  relics  and  family  portraits,  were  destroyed  by  fire  on  Kent 
Island.  It  is  said  that  Edward  Cockey  wore  this  style  of  dress  on  the  merchant 
ship  in  which  he  and  his  brother  John,  as  stated  by  these  records,  came  to 
Maryland,  but  discarded  the  uniform  aft^r  settlir.  ip  th'.s  country.  The  same 
records  say  that  Edward  Cockey  married,  first,  --Bowdel;  no  issue;  second,  the 
widow  Harris;  nee  Mary  Ringgold,  of  Kent  Island.
